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NTE  Now  Required 


For  many  years  Georgia 
College  has  strongly  urged  all 
teacher  education  graduates  to 
take  the  National  Teacher 
Examinations  during  the  latter 
part  of  their  senior  year.  Many 
employing  systems  require  it, 
some  graduate  institutions  use  it 
as  a  basis  for  admission,  grant- 
in-aids  applicants  must  have  it, 
and  students  are  probably  better 
prepared  to  take  it  as  graduating 
seniors  than  they  will  be  some 
years  hence.  Most  of  our 
graduates  have  taken  it  and,  as  a 
group,  have  done  very  well. 

A  number  of  other  units  of  the 
University  System  have  been 
requiring  the  examination.  The 
time  has  now  come  when  Georgia 
College,  as  well  as  all  other 
teacher  education  institutions, 
will  make  the  submission  of  an 
NTE  score  (common  and 
teaching  field)  a  condition  of 
graduation  in  teacher  education. 


As  the  State  moves  into  altered 
plans  of  certification,  the  colleges 
will  be  required  to  submit  certain 
information  on  prospective 
teacher  candidates;  an  NTE 
score  will  be  one  such  item  of 
information. 

While  the  taking  of  the  NTE  is 
now  to  be  a  requirement,  it 
should  be  noted  that  no  particular 
score  is  required  for  either 
graduation  or  certification.  It  is 
only  required  that  a  score  be 
submitted.  There  is  no  “pass”  or 
“fail”  aspect  to  this  requirement. 

The  NTE  is  given  several  times 
each  year  on  Saturday  in 
numerous  locations  throughout 
the  state,  including  Georgia 
College.  The  next  three  ad¬ 
ministrations  are  on  January  26, 
April  6,  and  July  20.  Applications 
are  available  in  the  Education 
Office  and  in  the  various  school 
superintendents’  offices.

On  November  28,  the  Georgia  College  Black  Choir  had  the  honor  to 
participate  in  a  nationwide  Gospel  event  held  in  Atlanta  at  the 
Booker  T.  Washington  High  School.  This  was  the  first  annual 
National  Black  College  Gospel  Festibal.  The  purposes  of  the  festival 
are  as  follows: 

—To  reclaim  the  beauty  and  richness  of  the  black  religious 
heritage 

—To  validate  the  authenticity  of  black  gospel  music 

—To  be  in  ministry  to  black  college  youth 

—To  build  models  of  worship  that  will  transform  temporary 
emotion  into  permanent  motion 

—To  strengthen  the  bond  between  the  black  campus  and  the  black 
church 

—To  become  aware  of  and  give  support  to  other  campus 
organizations  whose  aims  are  those  of  community  service  and 
campus  solidarity. 

The  Georgia  College  Black  Choir  was  among  the  19  other  black 
choirs  from  across  the  nation  to  be  present.

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A  Bill  To  Be  Entitled  "An  Act" 


The  following  is  a  bill  into  the 
Georgia  State  House  of 
Representatives  in  the  1974 
Legislative  session.  The  bill 
called  the  “Egan-Larsen  Bill” 
would  change  the  Georgia  State 
Lnws  concerning  the  sale  of  beer 
and  wine  on  College  Campuses. 
The  students  at  Georgia  College 
will  be  polled  as  to  their  opinion 
of  the  bill  winter  quarter.  This 
would  allow  the  sale  of  beer  and 
wine  on  college  campuses  in  the 
State  of  Georgia.  Student  opinion 
will  be  a  great  factor  concerning 
the  future  of  this  bill.  Piease  read 
the  bill  and  give  thought  as  to 
your  desires  concerning  the  sale 
of  alcoholic  beverages  on  cam* 
pus. 

To  amend  an  Act  providing  for 
license  and  excise  taxes  upon  the 
business  of  dealing  in  malt 
beverages  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses,  approved  March  23,  1935 
(Ga.  Laws  1935,  p.  73),  as 
amended,  particularly  by  an  Act 
approved  March  30,  1937  (Ga.. 
Laws  1937,  p.  148),  so  as  to  change 
the  provisions  relating  to  the  sale 
of  alcoholic  beverages  on  a 
college  campus;  to  amend  an  Act 
known  as  the  “Revenue  Tax  Act 
to  Legalize  and  Control  Alcoholic 
Beverages  and  Liquors”,  ap¬ 
proved  February  3,  1938  (Ga. 
Laws  1937-38,  Ex.  Sess.,  p.  103), 
as  amended,  so  as  to  change  the 
provisions  relating  to  the 
operation  of  businesses  involving 
alcoholic  beverages  within 
certain  distances  of  a  college 
campus;  to  amend  an  Act 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  wine  or 
beer  near  schools,  approved 
March  9, 1945  (Ga.  Laws  1945,  p. 
447),  so  as  to  clarify  the  definition 
of  the  word  “school”;  to  provide 


an  effective  date;  to  repeal 
conflicting  laws;  and  for  other 
purposes.  .  •  _ 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE 
GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF 
GEORGIA: 

Section  1.  An  Act  providing  for 
license  and  excise  taxes  upon  the 
business  of  dealing  in  malt 
beverages  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses,  approved  March  23,  1935, 
(Ga.  Laws  1935,  p.  73),  as 
amended,  particularly  by  an  Act 
approved  March  30,  1937  (Ga. 
Laws  1937,  p.  148),  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking 
Section  15-B  in  its  entirety  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  a  new 
Section  15-B  to  read  as  follows: 

“Section  15-B.  No  alcoholic 
beverage  of  any  kind  shall  be  sold 
upon  any  church  or  school  ground 
or  within  one  hundred  (100)  yards 
of  such  church  or  school  ground. 
The  school  referred  to  in  this 
Section  shall  apply  only  to  State, 
county,  city  or  church  school 
ground,  and  to  such  other  schools 
as  teach  the  subjects  commonly 
taught  in  the  common  schools  of 
this  State;  provided,  however, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  a 
college  campus.  Any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  shall  be  punished 
as  for  a  misdemeanor.” 

Section  2.  An  Act  known  as  the 
“Revenue  Tax  Act  to  Legalize 
and  Control  Alcoholic  Beverages 
and  Liquors”,  approved 
February  3,  1938  (Ga.  Laws  1937- 
38,  Ex.  Sess.,  p.  103),  as  amen¬ 
ded,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  from  subsection  (c)  of 
Section  9  the  following 
paragraph: 


“Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be 
construed  as  preventing  any 
municipality  or  county  from 
adopting  all  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  fall  within  the 
police  powers  of  such 
municipalities  or  counties  to 
regulate  any  business  provided 
for  in  this  Act.  All  municipal  and 
county  authorities  issuing 
licenses  shall  within  their 
respective  jurisdiction  have 
authority  to  determine  the 
location  of  any  distillery, 
wholesale  business,  or  retail 
business  licensed  by  them . 
Provided,  however,  no  business 
licensed  under  this  Act  shall  be 
operated  within  one  hundred 
yards  of  any  church,  and  200 
yards  of  a  school-ground  or 
college  campus,  except  hotels  of 
fifty  (50)  rooms  or  more  which 
have  been  in  continuous 
operation  for  a  period  of  at  least 
five  years  immediately 
preceding  the  passage  of  this  Act. 
The  restrictions  as  to  location 
herein  contained  shall  not  apply 
to  private  social  clubs,  owning 
their  own  homes,  which  have 
been  chartered  and  in  continuous 
operation  for  a  period  of  25  years 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act. 
The  school-grounds  or  college 
campuses  referred  to  in  this 
paragraph  shall  apply  only  to  - 
State,  County,  City  or  Church 


school  campuses  and  to  such 
other  schools  as  teach  the  sub¬ 
jects  commonly  taught  in  the 
common  schools  and  colleges  of 
this  State.”,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following  paragraph : 

“Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be 
construed  as  preventing  any 
municipality  or  county  from 
adopting  all  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  fall  within  the 
police  powers  of  such 
municipalities  or  counties  to 
regulate  any  business  provided 
for  in  this  Act.  All  municipal  and 
county  authorities  issuing 
licenses  shall  within  their 
respective  jurisdiction  have 
authority  to  determine  the 
location  of  any  distillery, 
wholesale  business  or  retail 
business  licensed  by  them. 
Provided,  however,  no  business 
licensed  under  this  Act  shall  be 
operated  within  100  yards  of  any 
church  and  200  yards  of  a  school 
ground,  except  hotels  of  50  rooms 
or  more  which  have  been  in 
continuous  operation  for  a  period 
of  at  least  five  years  immediately 
preceding  the  passage  of  this  Act. 
The  restrictions  as  to  location 
herein  contained  shall  not  apply 
to  private  social  clubs  owning 
their  own  homes  which  have  been 
chartered  and  in  continuous 
operation  for  a  period  of  25  years 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act. 


The  school  grounds  referred  to  in 
this  paragraph  shall  apply  only  to 
state,  county,  city  or  church 
school  ground  and  to  such  other 
schools  as  teach  the  subjects 
commonly  taught  in  the  common 
schools  of  this  State.  The 
provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall 
not  be  applicable  to  a  college 
campus.” 

Section  3.  An  Act  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  wine  or  beer  near 
schools,  approved  March  9,  1945 
(Ga.  Laws  1945,  p.  447)  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
Section  1  the  following: 

“The  provisions  of  this  Section 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  a 
college  campus.”, 
so  that  when  so  amended  Section 
1  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  illegal 
for  any  person  to  sell  either  beer 
or  wine  at  a  place  within  one 
hundred  yards  of  any  school  or 
school  house  in  this  State.  The 
provisions  of  this  Section  shall 
not  be  applicable  to  a  college 
campus.” 

Section  4.  This  Act  shall  become 
effective  upon  its  approval  by  the 
Governor  or  upon  its  becoming 
law  without  his  approval. 

Section  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed.
